_ _ In the 19th century Liberalism had had a good deal ‘of 
influence on church life. It had the spirit of the age in its 
favour. But in the 20th century this prerogative gradually 
weakened. The opposing pole of Calvinism began to assert 
itself in Dutch devotional life, and lent new impulses to all 
kind of forms of orthodoxy. These circumstances put 
Liberalism on the defensive. Meanwhile, the anti-Liberal 
tendency in spheres outside the church began to gain import- 


ance. This did not lead, in the least bit, to any slackening in 


the Liberal movement; on the contrary, it became more and 
more awake to its importance, and increasingly conscious of 
its duty. After the first Great War, this found expression, 
among other things, in the growth of a prosperous youth 
movement and to the establishment of a federation of all 
Liberal organisations, which were, in due course, united in the 
Central Commission for Liberal Protestantism.
